Thcie has been a strong movement, launched last week by head 


football Coach Earl (Red) BlAik, to allow the cadets to leave the 
academy without the stigma contained or implied in other forms of 
dismissal. 


A restatement of the army's po- 


sition came yesterday with an offi- 


1>cial announcement that final hear- 
" >ngs should be completed early this 


week on the 90 cadets facing dis- 
missal for cribbing ,on examina- 
tions. 


Action Approved 


"The action we are to take has 


been approved by the department 
of the aimy and the president him- 
self," said Col. James B. Leer, the 
academy's public information offi- 
cer. He added: 
• "There can he no deviation from 


the statement made last week by 
the 
superintendent, Maj. Gen. 


Frederick Irving." 


Irving had snid the cadets admit- 


ting guilt under- oath would be 
Uivcn a chance to lesign.

nurse to look out for her, is sched- 
uled to leave Thursday by plane 
for tho United States en route to 
an international poliomyelitis con- 
ference in Copenhagen, Denmark. 
She told the reporter: 


"I am unwell and incurably so. 
"I only hope I will be spared the 


time to come home again." 


Sister Kenny returned to Austra- 


lia in February after living for 
JO years m the United States. She 
said then she would live perma- 
nently at Toowoomba, Queensland, 
her home town. 


Sister Kenny also plans to re- 


turn from Copenhagen via the 
United States.

Until UN Changes 
Stand, Nam II Says 


MUNSAN, Korea — (AP) 


—The chief Communist arm- 
istice negotiator said tonight 
Korean truce talks "will not 
make any progress" unless 
the United Nations changes 
its demands on where to 
create a buffer zone. 


The statement from North 


Korean Lt. Gen. Nam II wa 
broadcast by the Red Pyong- 
yang radio 10 hours after he 
had again refused to change 
his own demands. 


The Red position is so fnmly 


fixed that in Monday's negotiation 
session Nam II rejected a United 
Nations statement as "not satis- 
factoiy" as soon as it was de- 
liveicd 


Rejects While Speaking 


A UN communique said Nam I 


made the rejection while "speaking 
from a previously prepared am 
translated paper." 


In the Pyongyang 
broadcast 


Nam II called on the UN delcg* 
lion "to change its attitude" and 
"to take into consideration our de 
mands" for a buffer zone along the 
38th parallel. 


He said if the Kaesong truce ne 


gotiatiom are to "make any prog 
ress at all" UN delegates mus 
'change their distorted demands 
they have made up to now." 


UN spokesmen have made it 


clear that the allies will not con- 
sider a demarcation line on the 
38th parallel. They say the Reds 
must change their stand if ne- 
rotlations are to progress.

21. They carried 60 persons. 


The navy PB4-Y-2 Privateer dis- 


appeared yesterday after taking 
off at 7:35 a.m. (11:35 a.m. CST) 
from its Kodiak base on a routine 
operational mission. 


The Kodiak naval station, said 


nothing was heard from the big 
plane after it gave a position re- 
port at 10:14. am. Its fuel supply 
would have been exhausted at 
9:35 p.m. Alaska time last night. 


Names of the three officers and 


nine enlisted men in the crew were 
withheld. 


An air and sea search was start- 


ed yesterday after the bomber was 
presumed lost. Fog and ram cur- 
tailed rescue efforts. Planes of the 
10th Air Rescue squadron at An- 
chorage were standing by today 
awaiting clearing weather.

million hoarse and footsore Com- 
munist youths were sent home to 
day after, a •creaming praise 
parade for Russia's Stalin that far 
outdid anything the Nazi* ever 
Whipped up for Hitler. 


• In parting, they got instructions 


from East German Communist 
boss Walter Ulbricht to sabotage 
Western defense by "all manner of 
strikes" in West Germany. He 
threatened 
"ultimate 
ruin" if 


Western Germany rearms. Most of 
the' youths were from East Ger- 
many with only a few Westerners 
who might be in a position to carry 
out these orders. 


Hate America Jamboree 


Organizers of the Communists' 


"world peace festival" immediate 
ly began moving hordes of re 
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placements for the departing boys 
and girls into the city as the sec 
ond week of the "hate America' 
jamboree got under way. 


They will have a hard time 


however, matching the pitch o 
mass hysteria reached in yester 
day's demonstration. 


From early in the morning unti 


late in the afternoon seemingly 
endless waves of blue-shirted kids 
shouting "Long live Stalin" and 
"Ami

From time to time there is new discussion on the sub- 


ject of installing an elevator at the Lee county court house, 
but so far nothing has come of it. 


An elevator would be a great convenience to the public 


and we believe the Board of Supervisors would be thoroughly 
justified in going ahead with the project. 


A great many people from over the county are required 


to go to the top, or third floor of the county building to at- 
tend sessions of the circuit court. The sheriff's office and 
the office of the state's attorney are. also on the third floor. 
The climb is a hardship on older people and places a strain 
upon the heart that makes the trip impossible for those with 
heart ailments. 


The money necessary for the installation of an elevator 


would be well spent and the county board would earn the 
grateful thanks of a great many people if it would make this 
investment. 


Ifs Time to Stop Talking and Act 
on Missouri Flood-Control Program 


All up and down the Missouri which live up to its name 


and left its "Big Muddy" imprint on the cities and towns, the 
farms and industries of the river valley, the battle cry is "it 
will never happen again." 


There have been similar cries before, but year after year 


the Missouri and the Mississippi rise over their banks to flout 
man-made efforts to keep the waters within bounds. The cry 
is stronger this year, however, for this time the rivers went 
on their worst rampage in a century. 


And there have been lots of plans to control the floods, 


too, along with lots of arguments over their merits. 


Currently the Pick-Sloan plan seems to have the ap 


proval of congress. In the last six years, more than a bil- 
lion dollars have been appropriated for this system, a 10- 
state inter-agency affair. In its entirety, it would include 
105 dams, plus control basins, and levees from Sioux City, 
la., to St. Louis. Over all, it is a vast five billion dollar 
project. 


Thus far it is 25 per cent completed, but a lot of the rest 


of the plan has been by-passed by congress for urgent de- 
fense work. Lt.-Gen. Lewis A. Pick, co-author of the plan, 
answered criticism of failure by pointing out that the plan 
must be carried out in its entirety to insure flood protection 
for all parts of the basin. 
^ 


There is no other criticism which embraces the whole 


idea of the Pick-Sloan plan. Opponents claim it is a piece- 
meal program enmeshed in politics and conflicting local in- 
terests These criticis want a Missouri Valley Authority, like 
the successful TVA. A bill for an MVA is pending in con- 
gress, but it has been pending for several years without 
action 


With this year's flood damage in Kansas and Missouri 


already estimated at nearly a billion dollars, it would seem 
to be a time for action, rather than argument, for argument 
will not hold back the flood waters. 


If the Missouri Valley people are determined "it will 


never happen again," the differences between the two plans 
must be resolved quickly to bring about measures that will 
work in the near future. 


. Then congress must do its part in working out the nec- 


essary legislation, remembering that stemming the Big 
Muddy is urgent defense, too—against a billion dollar enemy.

not excuse these cadets nor does 
the example of General Eisen- 
hower in flaunting in the faces 
of his troops a flagrant woman 
who confessed that one of her 
duties was to relieve Ike's bore- 
dom and that she was regarded as 
a "bad woman" because of her 
conduct. What else had she and 
Ike a right to expect? 


These influences, these high 


examples of misconduct where 
notorious during the early _ de- 
velopment of the character of the 
cheaters at West Point, but if 
the majority who grew up in the 
same four national atmosphere 
could maintain their ideals and 
live up to the code, the minority 
are ill advised to demand condo- 
nation when mercy is the best they 
hope for. 


Some of these young men have 


intimated that courage and phy- 
sical hardiness are the true essen- 
tials of leadership in battle. They 
certainly are indispensable, but 
these men, being crooked in their 
morals, can't understand that dis- 
honesty later expresses itself in 
many other ways than cheating 
in an examination. What about the 
tempation, later on, to cheat for 
promotion as many commanders 
did in World War H, to tell lies 
against a worthy man and lies 
in favor of an unworthy friend 
and to abandon honor althogether 
while maintaining a dangerously 
deceptive pretense? 


These cadets enjoyed a reputa- 


tion of honor until they were de- 
nounced by a committee of cadets 
which they would now put to 
shame for the courageous per- 
formance of a duty imposed by 
honor. It would be very easy for 
an honorable cadet to flinch in 
the face of this trying duty of 
reporting another cadet's dishonor 
and pretend that he hadn't seen 
it. But, because he didn't flinch 
and violate the code, the guilty 
men would hold him up to con- 
tempt. This is a rotten proposi- 
tion. 


This is no private problem of 


the military academy. It is a 
national disgrace. It will echo 
through all the lands whose people 
were invited to accept our lead- 
ership. Nor is it honest to deplore 
the sudden explosion of the scan- 
dal as though the management of 
the episode were the principal con- 
sideration. It seems probable to 
me that some of the commission- 
ed officers knew of this situa- 
tion and violated the code by fail- 
ing to report it. As a practical 
thing, how could almost 100 ca- 
dets, or even 200, out of 2,000 be 
involved in any conduct so dis- 
graceful for several years with- 
out the knowledge of the admin- 
istration? 


When abolition or a long sus- 


pension of intercollegiate team 
sports is suggested the sports side 
and other opportunistic and ma- 
terialistic agents carry on as 
though that would mean the end 
of our world. I think it is im- 
perative for the moral welfare 
of the country. It would be a ter- 
rible shock to all of us to realize 
suddenly that this institution has 
grown foul beyond further toler- 
ance: that a progarm of games

coaches either too dumb to know

Jacoby on Canasta 
Freezing the Pack Is Costly 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

When you first begin to play 


Canasta you're full of reasons 
for freezing the discard pile. You 
have too many wild cards, or not 
enough; you have many safe dis- 
cards, or very few; your opponents 
have melded, or they haven't. And 
so it goes. If you don't have a 
reason you'll invent one. 


As you gain experience, you 


learn that the excitement of a 
freeze often costs a high price. 
You learn, to freeze when you 
have a good reason for doing so, 
and not at any other time. 


That is a lesson that everybody 


has to learn for himself, so I 
wasn't surprised the other night to 
see four beginners throwing wild 
cards around 
as though they 


meant nothing at all. It was a 
very exciting hand to watch, but 
I was perfectly happy to be watch- 
ing rather than playing. 


The situation seemed to call for 


a freeze, but it didn't really. Both 
sides needed 50 points for the in- 
itial meld, and everybody man- 
aged to make three or four safe 
discards to start the hand off. By 
that time, of course, the discard 
pile was worth having. 


The value of the pile influenced 


one player to hurl a deuce into 
the pile. She had more wild cards 
than she needed, and she hoped 
to make room in her hand for 
natural cards. 


These would be good reasons 


for freezing if her side had some 
playing advantage. For example, 


if one of tlte opponents had 8^ 
short hand (fewer than eight" 
cards) or if the opponents needed 
120 points for their first meld, a 
freeze might have been a good 
gamble. In this case it was just a 
wild gamble. 


After the freeze, everybody dis- 


carded safely for a while, and 
then everybody began to throw 
wild cards into the discard pile. 
Eventually the pile was picked 
up, and the successful side scored^ 
over 4000 points on that hand 
alone. 


It doesn't really matter which 


side did the freezing or which 
side finally won the pile. The fact 
remains that the game had just 
begun and that nobody had the 
right to gamble on winning or 
losing so huge a score on a single 
hand. 


When the opponents freeze, you 


don't have to go into a do-or-die% 
battle for the pile. If your hand 
is better suited to a fast out than 
to a struggle for the pile, give up. 
Let the opponents take the pile, 
and let them make a small profit. 
He who fights and runs away will 
live to fight another day.

Late mar- 
ket and canning corn in Northern 
Illinois may need protection begin- 
ning sometime between Aug. 15 
and Aug. 20. It is doubtful if much 
field corn would benefit f r o m 
spraying." 


A second generation of borers, 


now developing promises

"appreciably higher" 
than last 


year. But field corn had progress- 
ed beyond the point where they can 
do substantial damage, the ento- 
mologists said.
